WASHINGTON, D. С, - Senator 
John Stennis announced a new 
policy today in the acquisition of 
land in the buffer zone for the 
rocket test facility in Hancock 
and Pearl River counties. 
Stennis said the National Aero-

'NASA) and the Corp of Engine- 
ors agree on a firm and general 
»oliey regarding land acquisition. 
NASA's policy now will be to 
cquire full fee title to all pro- 
erty in the buffer zone where 
the easement valuation represents
